Pakistan, defeated by India with 
Soviet assistance, sought closer ties with 
Iran, which İs on cordial terms with the 
Uniled States.

This demand received the stuunch 
sllpport nat only of the delegates but also 
of DGB Chairmnn Heine Oxkisr Vetter 
and his deputy Maria Weber {UDU?, 
though it goes nuh further than tlie 
reforms planned up to now by Education 
and Science Miniter Klaus von Dihere 
uy.

As paradoxical as it may sound, the 
concept of what sickness actually is 
varies, Just because a person feels ill does 
not mean that he really is Hl. And a 
person who is ill does not always notice 
it. 

Few doctors will refuse to give a 
worker a medieal certificate if he turns u 
at the surgery bent double with ioe 
pains. But an extensive medical examina- 
tion is required before it is proved that he 
really is ill. 

The trade unions do not share the 
management view that absenteeism rises 
in times of full employment. They could 
nat however deny that the amount of 
sick leave fell visibly during the recession 
of 1966 and 1907. 

Alfred Schmidt, the Trade Union 
Canfederation’s cllef spokesman on 
welfare is able to explain this state of 
affairs: “Tho threat to heulth is 
considerably greator during a boom than 
in a period of recession, Yuu only have to 
think af overtime, During û recessitn on 
the other hand the worker often puts off 
going to a dactat."

Absenteeism - ‘the English 
disease’ spreads 


Statistics published by the Phoenix 
rubber works in Hamburg illustrate what 
this can mean in specific instances, The 
firm claims that more than two thirds of 
the male Isbour force and three quarters 
of the women missed several days or 
weeks work in 1972, 

“Only thirty per cent of our male 
workers and twenty-five per cent of our 
female staff lad a full record of 
attendance outside thoir normal holiday 
period and did not therefore need to 
apply for sick pay,” the firm conivenis, 

Since the laws governing sick pay were 
extended to blue-collar workers on i 
January 1970, guaranteeing them their 
full gross wage during the first six weoks 
of ilinoss, industrialists in this country 
have tended to put the work “sick™ in 
quotatinn marks. No absenteo is inımune 
from the mistrust of the managomeni. 

Noborly denies that the rate of sickness 
in the Federal Republic has increused in 
fecent years. AS trade unions and 
managêment use dillerenl statistical 
material, their views on the ceffeuis uf Hie 
sirk pay regulations vary’.

was no doubting he had a mind of his 
own. 

Pieroth went ot Munich and opened a 
wine shop which did not flourish. A year 
later, in 1954, he moved to Hamburg 
where he estabilished a one-man venture 
in the wine trade, Six years later he had a 
staff of sixty, Today the Pieroth group 
employs a full-time staff of 1,700 and 
covers twelve countries, including Japan 
and Australia, 

After the age of thicty Pleroth's old 
schoolboy wishes of entering politics 
came to the surface. He did not sacrifice 
them to his career as a wine-dealer and 
industrialist but sublimated them fo a 
certain extent, Pieroth joined the CDU in 
1965. 

Pieroth swopped his business desk for & 
se in a universly lecture hall and 
studied economics and politics in Munich 
for eighteen months, attending lectures 
by Erieh Preiser, then the advocate of 
redistribution, and subsequently went 1o 
Mainz for two years where he {ook a 
degree in econonnics, 

Despite his belief in partnership, 
Pieroth is of course no Marxist though he 
quips that while Karl Marx, an inhabitant 
of Trier, was married in ihe Protestant 
church of St Paul in Bad Kreuznach he 
was baptised in the Catholic Kreuzkirche, 

A man like Pieroth cannot be 
e to take things slowly and 
surely. During his studies from 98S to 


“ 1968 he realised tlıat İıis staff, mauy of 


them reliable classmates fron the past, 
had become so capable of independent 
work that he was able to enter politics.

Pieroth describes himself as one of the 
few active industralists in the CDU, He 
claims to have introduced a sense of 
partnership into his concern and he hopes 
that many West Germans can share in the 
benefits bestowed by capitalism. 

It was Pieroth who coined the slogan 
"Partnership in Profit” for the CDU party 
congress İn Hamburg, He is i periilally 
regarded as a progressive but he hinıself has 
stated he would basically llke to be a 
conservative. 

There is something Fascinating about 
this nıan’s career, He is not yet forty and 
yet has a wife and six children, He 
outlines his past In a characteristic 
clipped style. 

Ie was bori İn Mtinster-Sarnsheinı near 
Bad Kreuznaclh on 9 November 1934, His 
first namie — Elmar ~ was the result of his 
mother going to college and becoming 
iuderested in poetry, he claims. He denies 
any connection with the Pierrot, the 
comle figure of French drama, even 
thouglt the family is probably of 
Huguenot origin, 

His grandfather had a vineyard six 
kilometres from Bingen near Burg Layen, 
û hamlet on tlie Hunsrûck side of the 
Nahe valley, The cheerful landscape has 
exerted its influence on the local 
inhabitants who are a merry bunch 
E having to (lo a good deal of lıard 
slog, 

His father had fifty thousand vies — 
son Elnıar has five hundred thousand. 
Elmar Pieroth does not regard himself as 
a Rhinelander even though he has his 

origins In the Rhine province. His accent 
clearly makes him a native of Rhıine-Hesse 
aııd the Palatinate.

Like so many men belonging to the war 
genoratlon, Katzer decided soon after 
receiving a critical wound sorving as an 
officer on the Eastern front that he would 
make his own political contribution to the 
formation of anew Germany. 

He was one of the co-founders of the 
Christian Democratic Union, committed 
himself to trade unionism though from 
the very orıset he drew a line between 
himself and what he described as the 
“fnhuman face of socialism”,

In certain circumstances a far broader 
fleld of vision would be necessary.

when the supply of fuel and power to 
industry and private households was no 
problem. 


It is certainly true to say that the Arabs 
cannot afford to put the screws on too 
hard for too long since they would be 
damaging themselves and the Third 
World but they can cause industrial 
countries acute difficvities for some time 
to come. The Japanese believe that by the 
end of tho year thelr econonmle growth 
could be down to nll ãnd the same fate 
could await Burope. 


A slight recession in the automobile 
industry which has already been noted 
could be: speeded up by rapldly rising 
petrol prices and possibly petrol 
rationing, The exports prospecis of the 
West German car industry remaln good, 
but It hopeless relying on this trend, since 
an oil Impasse would affect this branch of 
industry and all the many suppliers to it. 


Anollıer industry to be hit is cliendcals 
which Telles on oll as û raw material.

Economie policymakers wil have to 
keep a weather bye open for these 
potantisl dangers. They must arrange in.

This . country’s :policy of 
maintaining :..full ; employment could 
suddenly be.faced with new problems. 


A remarkable change has come over 
many _people in this and other 
countries. For many years there was a 
belief that all was for the best in the best 
of all possible worlds and that tlıings 
would continually get better, bigger, 
faster, cosler and more luxurious. 

Now there is a growing feeling that 
there could be some lean years ahead, 
times of shortage and austerity. 1 

A society programmed to affluence is 
beginning to doubt whether itl can 
guarantee wealth for an unlimited period. 
Fears that there could be less petrol and 
less oil have obviously led to 3 new 
awareness, or at least the beginnings of it, 

It ‘would be a mistake: to try to 
convince the public that . they are 
misguided.

Not all spheres have been hit equally 
hard by the recession in the building 
trade, The demand for construction has 
declined mıost noticeably in those areas 
where it Was previously at its highest. 

The number of hours worked on 
building sites in August this year was 
considerably less than in the correspond 
ing month of 1972, with Berlin showing 
the biggest drop — ten per cent. In 
Bavaria the decline was 8.9 per cent, in 
North Rhine-Westphalia 7.6 per cent,

Exports continue 
to burgeon

( ntray to many expectations this 
country’s exports {o0 the United 

States increased considerably once again 

in September. According to the Federal 

Statislies Office West Germany's exports 

to America in September wete up by 23 

per cent compared with the correspond- 
ing month of 1972, rising by 1,400 
million Marks, This compares with only a 
four per cent Increase in August. 

At 23 per cent the growth in exports to 
the States corresponds more closely with 
the overall increase in this country’s 
exports, 

Overall increase {n our exports across 
the Atlantic in the first nine months of 
tls year was only sixteen per cent, and 
thus does not match the growth in total 
exparts. The figure was towered by paor 
trading figures with America in February 
and May, 

Neverthaless this sixteen per cent 
increase is more than the svermgo figure 
for the growih of exporis to America in 
the past twelve years, a pus of 11.6 per 
cent. 

This increase is the mnre rernarkable 
considering that parlty clranges haye 
hiked the price of WesL German exports 
by 75 per cent in dollar terms since 
October 1964. 

Our exports fo The Netherlands, 
Belgium and Austria were tip by mare 
shar the aversge in September, Increases 
compared with September 1973 were 
between 25 and 27 per cent, Japan 
imported 52 per cent more West German 
goods thant in September last year,

Theatre in exile discussed at 
Berlin conference 


actresses, dramatics and directors hal to 
polnt out that for nearly twenty years nO 
one had taken nıuch interest In their 
documents and reminiscences, 

Bitterly the exiles pointed out tiral in 
the fifties the Forcign Office (Auswùrli- 
ges Am) had shown greal diplomatic zeal 
in attempting to stille une of (he most 
successful Gerıuarr-speakiug exile con- 
panies, the “Frele Deutsele Bühne™ it 
Argentina. 

It was as if Ihis meeting in Berlin gave 
ınaıy anı artist who had been living in 
exıle for years a chance to speak oul afler 
prolonged oppression.

he exile of the artists who fled the 
country during tho Nazî era did not 
end with thelr return to these shores, This 
Is the most important coutclusion, 
depressing though it be, reached by the 
conference “Tleater Im Exjl 1933 to 
1945" organised by the Berlin Academy 
of Arts. 

Under the thoughtful and tactful 
chairmanship of Walther Schnieding 
writers and actors wlio went into exile 
during the Third Reich discussed their 
fate for five days, They included Lotte 
Lenya, Frilz Hochwalder, Hedda Zinner, 
Curt Buis, Johanna Hofer-Koriner, 
Rudqiph Spitz and Fnedrich Torberg. 
Also preşent at the conference were 
axperls on drama and literature. 

The meeting brought together all types 
of people whto had suffered front beng 
cut off from their homeland and native 
tongue, and young people to whom the 
dark days of Hitler's Reich are another 
chapter in the history books. 

There was ceriainiy explosive material 
a-plenty, For too many years ihe exiles 
have been neglêecled. Smarfl young 
academics pooh-pooh serious researcll 
into their plight. The accounts given by 
the exiles are naturally coloured by 
emotions and young people tend to pass 
ihem off as sagas of heroes, The 
conference, prepared by Walther Huder, 
the Acadermy’s archivist, did not succeed 
in creating communication. 

Ii was precisely the way exiles and 
researchers talked past each other that 
revealed the facts about the shortcomings 
of recent research into the exiles and 
their years of banishment, It was a sad 
moment for the fiterary and dramatic 
historians of the Federal Republic as the 
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escaping reality and bringing them to a 
new awareness.” 


The exhibition does nat go deeply into 
the part played by these pictures in art 
lıistory. The pictures were chosen for 
thelr relevance to the time in which they 
were painted, as the Oskar Schlemmer 
Plcture at the beginning shows. Quality 
was not a major consideration, The 
pietures representative of 1937 and 1933 
are a hörrendous example of this — Adolf 
Ziegler's two virgins Herth and Water and 
Amo Breker’s bronze herald show the 
agonies through which art was going at 
the time. 


But these negativo cxamples are 
exceptions. The list of 76 arlisls contains 
many highly respected names: Corinth, 
Liebermann, Modersohn-Becker, Ko- 
koschka, Noide, Barlach, Arp, Dix, Wols, 
Nay, Bissier, Grieshaber, BI, Klapheck, 
Hoehme, Mack, Antes, Alvermann, 
Janssen, Rot, Neuenhausen ... The big 
names in German art are represented. 


Although the collection of pictures 
does occasionally givo the impression of 
having been thrown together somewliat 
fortuitously it does make up ar entity as 
a programme of art (hat İıas ınore to offer 
than a few pretty pictures, 


The way the exhibition has been 
arranged it is possible for visitors lo 
personalise it, secing what picture was 
representative of their year of birth and 
sa on. 


Werner Hofmann has remained 1iê 10 
his precept of devising exhibitions 1hat 
give food for thought rather than ã 
delight io ilıe eye. it is necessary to read 
about the background as much as to look 
at the exhibits. To each year a page of 
text is devoted, and opposite it the 
picture or sculpture representing thal 
year and a few notes about trends and 
developments. The catalogue İs s0 
interesting that one can be tured into 
moving from page to page rather than 
exhibit to exhibit. 

The exhibition is of a highly 
educational order and tt is a pity that it İs 
not able to spread its wings further. If 
was made passible by an all too rare act 
of patronage. Mobil Oil Germany is 
celebrating its 75th anniversary and made 
the exhibition possible, The sponsors gave 
the Kunsthalle a completely free hand.

Republic and International Pen Club 
for almost five years, does not propose to 
stand for re-election as president at the 
next International Pen Club Congress. 


` Flis decision was made for personal 
reasons, lıe explained, nat by a mood of 
resignation or disappointnıent. Heinrich 
Böll now plans to devote himself more to 
writing. 

No new date has so far been fixed for 
the next International Pen Club Confe- 
rence which was originally planned for 
early December in Israel. The congress 
was postponed for a few months at Böll’s 
instigation so that it could still be held in 
Israel at a future date when the political 
situation is not so tense. 


Böll also stated that he would welcome 
the admitianca of the Soviet Writers 
Association into the Intemational Pen 
Chub. But he stressed that the Writers 
Association had not yet made any clear 
statement on the Issue and the conditions 
for entry put forward by Mioscow did not 
appear acceptable. The main point of 
conlroversy was Russia's call for ihe 
exclusion of the Exile Pen Club.
